What fun! Small motifs become playful when stitched on these ward- 
robe accessories. Declare yourself Irish for a day (maybe you’ ll win a kiss) 
or celebrate the return of warm weather with a dainty bouquet. Cuff links, 
tie tack, and pins are a smart way to brighten your wardrobe. Change the 
look of a blouse or dress just by sliding cross-stitched button covers over 


existing buttons—no needle and thread needed. 


FOR EACH PIN, you need: 
design centered.on 5"-sq. Aida 
18—white for Honorary Irish, 
Basil for Tussie-Mussie; Size 75 
button form; 5"-sq. lightweight 
fusible interfacing; 2"-sq. felt— 
green for Honorary Irish, light 
pink for Tussie-Mussie; |"-L pin 
back; hot glue gun; Tacky glue. 
For Honorary Irish: 8" of 1/8"- 
dia. green rattail cord. For Tussie- 
Mussie: 8" of 1/2"-W white, 
gathered lace. 

MODEL: 2 strands of floss used 
for cross-stitch. 


1. Following manufacturer’s in- 
structions, fuse interfacing to back 
of design fabric. 

2. Remove shank from button 
form. Following manufacturer’s 
instructions, cover button, center- 
ing design. 

3. For Honorary Irish: Trim cord 
to 6-3/8"; glue ends to prevent 
fraying. Beginning and ending at 
bottom of pin, glue cord along 
outer edge. 

4. For Tussie-Mussie: Glue flat 
edge of lace to back edge of pin, 
overlapping at bottom. 

5. For both: Using hot glue gun, 
glue pin back to back of button 
form, 5/8" from top. 

6. Trim felt to 1-3/4" diameter. 
Center over pin back (pin open) 
and cut small slits for hinge and 
clasp (Fig. 1); glue in place. +

FOR EACH BUTTON COVER, 
you need: design* centered on 2"- 
sq. white Aida 18 or 22-ct. Har- 
danger (stitched over | square); 
2"-sq. lightweight fusible interfac- 
ing; Size 30 button form, button 
clip; hot glue gun.

Tussie-Mussie chart; on Har- 
danger, stitch shamrock motif 
from Honorary Irish chart (omit- 
ting backstitching around leaves).

New Techniques 


Dramatic in impact, Assisi embroidery uses cross-stitches to create the 
background of a motif, allowing an unstitched image to emerge. Integral to the 
technique are double running-stitches to outline motifs and add fine detail. For the 
most striking effect, colors are traditionally limited to a single color family. We offer 
three variations, including the green family shown in the “how-to” photos. 

Developed during the late Middle Ages in the Italian city that gives it its 
name, Assisi embroidery was originally stitched on liturgical items such as altar 
cloths. Common motifs included stylized birds and animals, often exhibiting an 

Oriental and Arabic influence. Later, ornate borders of double running-stitches (such 
as the one on the mock-flange pillow, left) were added, as this exquisite technique 


1. Fill in background with cross- 
stitches. 
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1. Stitch all cross-stitches and half-crosses 
first. When a three-quarter stitch falls along a 
design edge, stitch it as a quarter stitch 
(shown in red, Fig. 2), not as a three-quarter 
stitch. While cross-stitching, do not carry 
threads behind open areas. 
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2a. Stitch running stitch along 
internal outlines.

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General Instructions 


2a. For the outline of the motifs, use a double 
running stitch (also called the Holbein stitch). 
This consists of two trips in opposite directions. 
On a simple outlined area (such as the ribbons 
on this design), begin outline with a running 
stitch (over two threads). Stitch every other 
stitch (shown in green; Fig. 3). Stitch with the 
stab method. 


2b. After you complete the first trip, reverse 
direction and complete the outline in the second 
trip (shown in red; Fig. 3). Avoid splitting 
threads or separating the strands. 


2c. Before beginning an outline that has 
additional internal detail stitches (such as the 
birds’ wings in this design), you must plot the 
course of the double running stitch: Stitch the 
first (green) running stitches up to and 
including the first internal line; double back 
along the internal line (red), thus completing 
this line, then continue the running stitch 


2b. Complete double running 
stitch in reverse direction. 


2c. Add internal lines as you 
progress along the outline.

FOR FRAMED PIECE, you 
need: design* centered on 17"-sq. 
ivory Glasgow linen (28-ct., 
stitched over 2 threads); 12-3/8"x 
12-1/2" carved, white frame; two 
mats, light pink (or blue) with 
8-3/8"x8-1/2" opening and wine 
(or dark blue) with 7-3/8"x7-1/2" 
opening; 7/8 yd. of 1/2"-W ivory 
Cluny lace; Tacky glue. 

*Omit border. 

MODEL: 3 strands of floss used 
for cross-stitch; additional floss 
skeins needed for pink variation— 
223(1), 224(5); for blue—931(1), 
932(5). 


1. Before inserting mats into 
frame, glue lace around inner edge 
of wine (or dark blue) mat, with 
scalloped edge of lace 1/8" inside 
inner edge of mat (see photo). *& 


FOR PILLOW, you need: 
design* centered on 17"-sq. ivory 
Glasgow linen (28-ct., stitched 
over 2 threads); 14"-sq. ivory 
fabric; polyester fiberfill; ivory 
sewing thread. 

* Allow 22 threads between design 


MODEL: 3 strands of floss used 
for cross-stitch; additional floss 
skeins needed for blue variation— 
930(1), 931(1), 932(5); for pink— 
223(1), 224(5), 315(1); for 
green—501(1), 502(1), 503(5). 


1. Trim design fabric 3/4" beyond 
stitching (use corner motifs as 
guide to outer edge of design). Cut 
ivory fabric (backing) to match. 

2. Using 1/2" seam allowance, sew 
right side of design fabric to 
backing, leaving 3" opening. Clip 
comers, turn, and press. 

3. Topstitch design fabric to 
backing along inner edge of border 
(Fig. 5),

There they are, holding you spellbound—those tiny, swift 
creatures of brilliant color and gossamer wings. Hummingbirds 
hover and dart about the fuchsias, always seeking the showiest 
blossoms. It’s a spectacle you've planned for, planting only the 
sweetest nectar-bearing flowers. Now is the time to sit back and 
behold a miracle that only nature provides. 

Thanks to the requests of readers such as Georgia Morgan, 
you can duplicate “nature’s finest hour” in cross-stitch, using 
shimmery blending filaments. (See the Nov/Dec ’89 issue of 
CS&CC for helpful tips on stitching with these beautiful threads.) 


Framed Piece stitched over two threads on ivory Linda (27-ct.). 
Basket Trim stitched over two threads on ivory Edinborough linen (36- 
ct.).

FOR FRAMED PIECE, you 
need: design centered on 21"x26" 
ivory Linda (27-ct., stitched over 2 
threads); 16-3/4"x22" cherry- 
stained frame; two mats, light blue 
with 12-3/4"x18" opening and 
dark blue with 12-1/4"x17-1/2" 
opening. 

MODEL: 3 strands of floss used 
for cross-stitch; additional floss 
skeins needed—3347(2). 


FOR BASKET TRIM, you need: 
design* centered on ivory Edin- 
borough linen (36-ct., stitched over 
2 threads), 4-1/4"-W x circumfer- 
ence of basket plus 2" (may be 
pieced); blue-gray fabric and 
medium-weight fusible interfac- 
ing, same size as design fabric; 
Ivory sewing thread; straight-sided 
basket. 

*Sutch flowers and bird from top 


of Hummingbird Sampler chart. 
MODEL: 2 strands of floss used 
for cross-stitch. 


1. Following manufacturer's in- 
structions, fuse interfacing to back 
of design fabric. Trim 1/2" off 
long edges, centering design. 

2. With right sides facing, sew 
design fabric to blue-gray fabric 
along long edges, using 1/4” seam 
allowance. Press seams open, tum, 
and press (seam line rolls toward 
design fabric and backing forms 
1/4" edging). 

3. Press one short edge to back. 
Wrap band around basket, lap 
pressed edge over raw edge and 
pin. Remove band and slip-stiteh 
along pressed edge. Tack inside 
raw edge at top and bottom. Slip 
design unit on basket. * 
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Cat stitched over two threads on Baby Pink Jubilee ( 28-ct.). 
Rabbit stitched over two threads on Ice Blue Jubilee (28-ct.). Fabrics > 
courtesy of Zweigart.

The time-honored elegance of this fine porcelain 


is now captured in floss. Here a floral pattern is given a whimsical twist, as 


two beloved animals are treated to “coats” of classic Staffordshire colors. 


Their silent companionship will add a touch of old-world charm to any 


room you desire. 


FOR CAT, you need: | yd. Baby Pink Jubilee 
(28-ct., stitched over 2 threads); 7/8 yd. each 
1/8"-W pink satin ribbon and 3/8"-W white 
feather-edge ribbon; polyester fiberfill; 7"-sq. 
heavy cardboard; sewing thread; tracing paper; 
pencil; 3 pairs of stretcher bars—14", 19", and 
22" (see Step 2). 

MODEL: 3 strands of floss used for cross- 
stitch; additional floss skeins needed—white(2), 
223(3), 224(3), 225(2), 321(3). 


USE 1/4" SEAM ALLOWANCE. SEW ALL 

SEAMS WITH RIGHT SIDES FACING.

Evenly round off all corners of A and two cor- 
ners each of B and E (Fig. 7). 

2. Place patterns on design fabric as shown in 
Fig. 7; trace and cut out. Zigzag-stitch edges. 
Cut one A from gray fabric (for lining) and 
fleece; baste together. 

3. On design fabric A, stitch Tulips I motif as 
shown in Fig. 7; stitch Tulips II motifs on 
each side (see photo for placement of 
L-shaped borders). Stitch over two threads. 

4. Press under 1/2” along straight, long edges 
of B, C, D, and E. 

5. With zipper stop 1/2" from short edges of 
fabric, lap pressed edges of B and C alongside 
closed zipper and topstitch (Fig. 8; pressed 
edges should be approx. 1/4" apart and zipper- 
pull ends will extend beyond fabric). Repeat 
with remaining edge of C and one long edge of 
D; then with remaining long edge of D and 
straight, long edge of E. 


6. With zipper open, trim excess even with 
fabric and zigzag-stitch across teeth. 

7. Baste wrong side of zipper unit to lining. 
Topstitch upper edges of two bottom zippers 
through all layers. 


8. Baste wrong side of design fabric to fleece, 
with design on end next to piece B. 

9, Cut and piece remaining gray fabric into 
1-3/4"x47" bias strip.

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“My taste is quite simple. 
I like the best...” Designer 
Maureen Appleton’s taste is 
apparent in her finely-detailed 
needlework. Not satisfied with 
the quick and simple designs 
that flood the needlework mar- 
ket, she strives to create heir- 
loom designs. Maureen loves 
antique samplers, from which 
she draws direct inspiration. 
She dedicates her work to the 
young girls of the early 17th 
and 18th centuries who 
wrought samplers that display 
quite obvious mistakes in both 
spelling and stitchery, yet 
provide a precious record of 
the past. 

Trips to Williamsburg, 
VA, kindled Maureen’s love of 
Early American stitchery. In 
1985, she photographed many 
quaint and charming buildings, 
and decided to focus her de- 
signs on colonial scenes. To 
market them, she created her 
own company, The Heart’s 
Content, Inc. (as in “stitching 
till my heart was content”). She 
selects only linens that re- 
semble those used in the 18th 
century, and floss colors that 
are typical of the period.

She also appreciates the effect 
that “‘one-over-one” stitching 
has on the shading of colors 
and the evenness of the stitch- 
es. She is such an advocate of 
this method that she incorpo- 
rates it into all her designs.
